Notice is bereby given, that a fixed single Light 
will be exhibited at Calicut from the 15th instant, 
ona column of masonry 105 feet above the level 
of the sea. 

The column which is white, may be seen from 
the deck of a ship at a distance of about 14 or 15 
miles during the day time, and the Light which is 
a small one, (may be distinguished at a distance of 
about 9 or 10 miles during the night.

Tn consequence of the operations of the Government Experimental Tea Culture in Assam being 
about to be brought to a close, as notified in the Government Gazette No. 26, of the Ist April 1846, 
Tenders will be received at this Office for the purchase of the undermentioned Government Tea Barrees, 
together with Buildings, Manufacturing Implements, Tools, Stores, &c., attached thereto. 


These Barrees have abundance of land fit for the growth of the Tea Plant in the vicinity, and 
admit of being greatly extended; they are situated within about 16 miles of the Sudder Station of the 
District, Dibroo Ghur, where there is a small temporary Bungalow belonging to the Concern.

The Governor Genaral has already, in the Noti- 
fication of the 22d September last, expreesed his 
approbation of the conduct of the Jey pore Regency 
on the occasion of the abolition of Suttee in 
Dhoondar, and Ilig Lordship has now again the 
pleasure to repeat his gratification at thin further 
proof of their zeal in the cause of humanity. 


Extract from a letter from the Agent Governor 
General for the States of Rajpootana to the Secre- 
tary to the Government of India, with the Governo 
General, duted 10th March 1847, No. 57.

A long period having elapsed since the publica- 
tion wituin Dhoondhar of ‘fe rules speauilued for 
limiting the demunds of Charuns and others at 
marriages, and prohibitory to the attendance on 
such accasions of foreigners of these sects, whose 
extortion had been declated to be a fruitful incen- 
tive to female fafanticide, I sought from the Jey- 
poor Council of Regency some record of their 
operation, and a copy of the reply whic been 
sent té'me, | have’ the kofror to enclose hetewith, 
together with a translation. 


Translation of a letter addressed by the Jeypoor 
Council of Regency to the Political Agent, and 
bearing date 20th February, 1847. 


A proclamation was issued in this Principality 
prohibitory to female Infanticide among the Raj. 
poots, and with this view fixed rates were declared — 
to be receivable by Charuns, Bhats, Dholees and 
Meerasees, by which they were enjoined to abide. 
Copies of the proclamation were transmitted 
through the Agency to all the States of Rajus- 
than—and they were every where approved and 
acted upon, and it was agreed that no one should 
he permitted to receive amounts in excess to the 
stipulated rates. 


You inquired of us regarding the result of this 
measure, and we state in reply, that a period of 
two years, four months anda few days, has now 
elapsed, during which we have not heard of 
Charuns, Bhats, Dholees, Meerasees and others 

| having come on the celebration of marriages 
' among Rajpoots, from Foreign Territories, or of 
these classes having taken amounts exceeding the 
rates laid down for them respectively—or of their 
having made any violent demands in the hope of 
obtaining them. 


Within the whole period above stated, only 
on one occasion, viz. in A. PD. 1844, or on Fa- 
goon Bud 8 Sumbut 1900, when the Burat 
of Bijee Singh Jee, the brother of Rawul Sheo 
Singh, proceeded to the Ajmere District, that he 
might ally himeelf in marriage with a daughter of 
the Thakoor of Masosdah, Charuns came from 
foreign terntories demanding amounts on account 
of ‘Tyag, &c, i excess to what was authorized, 
wherefore a gross amount of Rupees 7,700 was 
given to them. m consequence of which, you ad- 
diessed the Officer of that District, and eaused 
the requisite steps to be adopted. With this ex- 
| ception we have heard of no complaints of Charuns’ 
|; excesses, or of their demanding more than the sti- 
pulated amounts. But on the contrary, when a 
Cihnef from Marwar came to Nuruena to celebrate 
his marriage he would not pay even the segulated 
dues—a statement of which came to us from the 
Dewan, and a copy which was sent by us, will have 
reached you.

Thus we have had complaints preferred by 
Charuns of not obtaining their dues, and the ope- 
ration of the regulation is perfect imasmuch as the 
Charuns have succumbed to the extent of nat be- 
ing able to obtain from some persons the stipulated 
rates of payment. 


In Shekawattee certain Sirdars are sharers 
among many, and in the produce of their allot- 
ments they have not the means of subsistence. 

| Yet they assert their dignity, and desire to ally 
their daughters with sons of houses of high rank, 
while possessing not the means of bearing the ex- 

+ penses attendant on such alliances. . 

We have considered that formerly the expendi- 
ture among Charuns, Bhats and others was ex- 
cessive, and that suitable rules were enxeted to 
prevent this; but that rules have not been enacted 
to prevent persons possessed of insufficient means 
(and who consider themselves suffering repranch if 
they do not expend money proportionate to aheir 
rank) from excess expenditure, and that till: shia is 
effected, female infarticide will not coase, +. ‘ 

It is therefore agreed, that from thdvamqent 
which.may remain after paying the Charunasnd 
Bhats Tyag the eighth of the revenue of the estate 
on person whose nuptials ure to-be py 

‘gla be expended in the ,ceremopial—and that

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nothing shall be paid by any one in excess to this 
rate. 

A Muhzurnama has been prepared to the above 
effect, and from this course the fullest assurances 
may be eutertained that female children will no 
longer be destroyed, and that intermarriage will 
take place between the children of houses of cor- 
responding rank. There will he no occasion for 
the sending of Dolas,* or for 
alliances with houses of infe- 
rior rank, for an eighth of the 
income for one year which 
may remain after paying the 
Charuns and Bhats, having to 
be determined upon as pavable 
by all ranks, no one will consider his dignity hurt 
by paying at the fixed rate, and he cannot feel the 
disbursement burdensome. 

Resides preparing the Muhzurnama., all the Amils 
have been addressed, directing that no person shall 
be suffered to pay at rates exceeding the stated 
limit, and that should any one do so he shall be 
called upon to answer for so doing, being therein 
regarded as an offender agaiust the Raj. 

It bas also been arranged that should any per- 
son tranegress the rules Jaid down on the same 
being proved against him, the party eupplving the 
information shail receive a reward of Rs 300. 
This will cause vigilance, and an eighth only wall 


be expended.

An Act to facilitate the execution of the sentences 
of Courts established by the authority of the Gover 
nor General in Conned for the admunstrathium af 
Criminal Justice mm States or Territories administers 
ed by Officers acting under the authority of the East 
India Company.

And it is hereby enacted, that a warrant 
under the Official Seal and Signature of the Officer 
or Officers exercising Criminal jurisdiction with- 
in such States or ‘Territories as aforesaid shall be 
sufficient authority for holding any prisoner ww 
coufinement, or for transmitting any prisoner for 
transportation beyond Sea, or for inflicting any 
other punishment prescribed therein. 


Ill. And it is hereby enacted, that if any 
Officer in charge of a Jail shall entertain any 
doubt az to the legality of any warrant sent to him 
for execution under this Act, or as to the compe- 
tency of the person or persons whose Official Seal 
and Signature may be affixed thereto to pass the 
sentence and issue such warrant, such Officer shall 
refer the matter to the Government to which he 
is subject, by whose order on the case auch Officer 
and all other public Officers shall be guided as to 
the future disposal of the prisoner, and that pend- 
ing any such reference, the prisoner shall be de- 
tained in enstody in such manner and with such 
restrictions or mitigations as may be specified 1n 


the warrant. 

IV. And it is hereby enacted, that the provi- 
sions of the existing Acts and Regulations, and ail 
other rules in force for the treatment and security 
of prisoners confined in the said jails, shall apply 
and be of equal force and effect in the case of 
prisoners confined therein under this Act as in the 
case of other prisoners confined therein.
